THE SERVICES AT THE CEMETERIES,
——

The second annual return of Decoration Day
was celebrated Yesterday in the various ceme-
teries and burial grounds in nod aronnd the ety
of Philndelphia. The cxerclies at ecach place
were of o grand and imposing character, and
were witnessed by thousands of people who had
assombled to particlpute in the honors which
were being done to the heroie dead,

Nearly one hundred mombers of Post 161 dis-
charged the duty of decorating the geaves In
Mount Morlah and the Woodlands, and thou-
sands of ‘pmpln were present, the majority of
whom walted at Woodlands untll the Post had
returned from Mount Moriah, At the latter
cemetery abont five hundred graves, all within
ong enclogure, were beautifully decorated, snd
an impressive address was made by Dr. J. T,
Walton, The Post woae accompanied by three
large woagons flled with tlowers, nud displnyed
a number of handsome sitk flags. It comprises
a flue IHHJ_V of ten, who thoroughiy perlormed
the solemn office thoy hind undertakon,

Powt N". 8‘ (i A, I{‘. decornted tha CrIYeE Ol
800 soldiers buried in Glenwood Cometery. The
post was in charge of the communder, W, A,
Allison: adjutant, David Ginther. The ceromo-
niek were opened with prayer by Bov, Junos
Nelll, A guartette cholr Kindly voluntecred for
the occasion and snog the opening, elosing, wuid
decoration. hymns, all written for Decorntion
day. Ahout one hundred soldlers orphans (rom
the Northern Home, under chuaree of A, M.
Hpangler. Esq., sang a hymn approprinte to the
oceksion, A Hlag was then placed on each grave
bj’ young ladivs, under the _-H;n‘ll\.ll' ndence of
. MeNlehol, The orphan ebildren then placed
i bongquet of flowers upon each grave.

Odd Fellows' and Mechanies' Cemeterios con-
tain the bodies of about 500 of the heroie dead,
of which 278 are loeated in Odd Fellows'.  The
duty of decorating these two cometeries wis s
signed to Poets 2 and 161, The former mel at
the hall of the Grand Army of the Republic. on
Chesnnt  street, above Fighth, and  having
formed, marched, under the commuand of General
Robert L. Bodine, to Broad and Roce streets,
where they joined Post 2, unduer the cotnmnned of
Colonel George PP, Melean., These two badies,
with an escort composed of Compiany A, Bux-
ter's Fire Zouwves, Captaln J. W, Ryun, and a
delegation of the Gray Reserves, Capt, Malone,
then procecded to the Mechunles’ Cemetery,
after which they marched uto Odd Fellows',
Post 19 performed the decorating ceremonies
at Lanfel HIill, Meunt Vernon, and Mount Pence
Cemeteries yesterday afternoon, They assem-
bled at Grand Army Hiull, No. 808 Chesnnt
surecty st 130 P, M., and i‘["l“k'll!l'li ot Ridee
avenue to Laurel Hill, The companies of the
Post participating were: —No. 1. Captain Wor-
rall; 2, Captain Roblnson: 5, Captain MeCarty:
4, Captain Waterhousa: 5, Captain Stroud.  The
Post was under the command of Major A, R.
Callioun, Company B, Baxter’s Fire Younves,
and A, B, and K, of Fritz Zonnves, acted = a
gnnrd of honor. The tornoat wiee excellent,
Post 19 numbering upwards of two hnndred, and
the Zouaves fully one hundred and fifey.

Post No. 71, West Funk  commuondant, left

their headquarters, No. 320 Washington nvenne,
at one o'clock, nnd visited Ebenezer, Gloria Dei,
Union, aud Lafayette Cemetories, and Wharton
street burial ground., Company 1, Fritz Zouaves,
under the command of Captain Mason, acted as
a guard of honor, and were aecompanied by
Beek's Brass Band. The colors with the Zonaves
helonged to Colonel Collis’ regiment,  Ensign
B, J. Bailey, who bad carried this flag through
the entire war, very appropriately was the
stundard-bearer on this oceasion.
Post No, 5, to which bnd been assigned the
decoration. of the graves in the New Philndel-
whia, Philanthropic, Muchpelul,  Mutual,
&ﬂrflllll“', St Paul’s, ind Roualddson's Cemoeterles,
assembled at headquarters, in Kater Hall, on
south strect, near Fifteenth., There were abont
forty members preseut.  They wore citizens'
dress, white wloves, und hloe stk hudges, having
the wamie awd monber of the Post inscribed
thiereomn.

The extended programme of "ost No. 6 pre-
vented ghem from visiting burial grounds beyond
Germuantown, and In order that the graves ol the
soldier dead at Chesnut HIl should receive the
L r(:l'llg'llillun na elsewhere In the 1“1|.\'. the
citizens resolved on a colebration of their own,

The patriotic men, women and children of
Branchtown, In connection with thelr neighbors
of Milestown, in the ‘Twenty-second ward,
jolned together In decorating: the graves of the
sleeping defenders in and adjacent 1o those
villages.

They had forgotten, and perhinps many of
them had never heard of, the black heroes of the
Revolution, that the very first blood shed was
Crispus Attucks', a bluek man. They had for-
gotten Major Jeffry, also a black man, who
during the eampalgn of Major-General sAndrew
Jackeon, in Mobile, filled the position of “regu-
Inr" among the soldiers,

In the charge made by General Stump agalnst the
enemy, the Americans woro rt-}mlnud and thrown
into disordor, Major Stump heing forced to retire
m amanner by no means desirable under the
cireamstances. Major Jeffry, then but o com-
mon soldier, seeing the condition of his com-
rdes, dnd comprehending the disastrons results
about to befall them, rushed forward, mounted n
horse, took commund of the troops, and by un
herole offort rallied them to the charge, come-
pletely routing the enemy, who left the Ameri-
cuns mnsters of the ficld, He ot onee fecelved
from the General the title of “Major,” though
hie could not, according to the American polley,
fO commission him.,

Governor Eustls, of Rhode [sland, in his
spocch agalnst stavery. In Missourl;, December
12 1820, gives the following testimony:-—**The
blneks tormed an entlre reglment, wnd diseharged
their duty with zonl and fidelity, The gallant
tefense of Red Bank, fn which they bore n patt,
18 among the proofs of thele valor.”™ In this con-
test, it will be remembered thit four hundred
men met and repulsed, after o torrible and san-
gainary strugele, ffteen hundred Hesslons, led
by Connt [lunui:. The glory of the defense of
Ked Bank, which has been pronounced one of
the most heroic action®®f the war belongs, in
reallty to black men.

“ln the attack made npon the American lnes
penr Croton river, on the 183th of May, 1781,
Colonel Greene, the commander of theveghment,
wiks ut down wnd mortally woanded, but the
sabres of the enemy only reached him through
the bodies of his fnithful guard of blacks, who
hovered near him to protect him, and every one
af whom was kilied,”

D, Hareie, n Revolutionary veteran, nan ad-
dress delivered in 1842, hetore the Congrega-
tional nnd Presbyvterian  Anti-Slavery Soeiety,
held at Francestown, N, H., sald:—*'T fought,
my hearers, for that liberty you enjoy.” Then
liberty meant something. ‘1 served in the
Revolution, in  General Washington's arwmy,
three years under one enlistment, When #ta-
tioned in Khode sland, the regiment to which |
belonged was once ordered to o flauking posi-
tlon,  This puss wis everything, both to us and
to the enemy: It was u post of imminent danger.
They attacked ng with great fury, but were re-
pulsed. They were reinforeed and again attacked

able

us with more vigor and determination, and
again were repulsed, Again they reinforeed,
and attacked ng the third time with the most
desperite cournge and resolution, bt a thivd
time were repulsed. The contest was fenrful,
Cur position was hotly disputed and as  hotly
madntained, °

“Ung of my object=.” sald Dr. Harreis, “‘in
stuting these facts, is this: there wns a black

regiment in the same situntion, ves, u regiment
ol pegroes, fighting for liberty and indepen-
denee; not o white man among them but the
officers, stutioned in this dangerons and respon-
sible position.  Hudd they been unfaithinl or
given away before the enemy, all would hoave
been lost.  Three thimes in succession were they
attacked with most desperate valor and fury, by
well-diseiplined and veteran troops, and  three
times did they successfully repel the assault,
and thus preserve onr army from capture. They
fotghtithrongh the war, were brave, hardy troops,
and helped o galn our Hberty and indepen-
dence.”

Genernl Jackson gave hiz testimony in regard
to the soldierly qualities and courage of the
blnck traops at New Orleans in 1514, 1 think it
has bheen fully proved that ing all the great con-
flicts in these United Stated the eolored moen
hove displuyed us grenl conrage, lovalty, and
atriotisin as uny other elnss of her citizens,
Ve are all aware of the deoep hatred existing
towsrds colored troops in  the lute Rebellion by
the white people.  In this and other States the
Governors issacd proclumntions forbidding their
transit over their territory, and compelled them
to reach the sent of wor by stenmers  or suiling
veesels, o avold being mobbed, as was the ense
in this: city on severnl oveasions, one being o
sprecant-major in o Sonth Caroling reégiment,

who eseaped by renching and finding shelter in
the house of a colored citizen, followed by o
band of desperadoes.

Fellow-eltizens It would be superfluous for

me o recount Lo yYou the daving deeds which
charancterized our departed brethren on many a
hard-foueliv battle-ticld. No doanger, nov death
Teself, deterred them, but amid the roaring of the
cannon, the bursting of the shell, and the sharp
erack of the rifle, dealing bBlood nud carnuee,
entting down thousand aud tons of thou=ands of
thedr comrdes, they continued to vdly under
and bear alaft that flng wlhilch they |
loved, and pressed  torwonrd, as was abtested by
their Immortal deeds wt Port Hudson, Oluspes,
Fort Woagner, Petersburg, Charleston, Rich-
mond, and other places o0 numerons Lo moen-
tion, and aided greatly In compelling the Con-
federnte army to surrender to the great her
the age, the Hustrions Genernl U, 8, Grant (the
black man’s friend, the man of few words but
great deeds), at Appomattox Court Hounse, Vir-
rinin,

In bringing wy remarks o o ¢lose, for I will
not weary your patience, peruit me to say those
men did not die invaln, but gave liberty, citizon-
ghip, and participation in the Government (both
State and National) to you, and to me, and to
onr people thronghont the whole conntry.  We
can boust of onr Senwtors and Representativoes,
our Licutenant-Governors, our ministers and
consul-generals to {foreign nations, aud ere long,
no doubt, “our Senntors und Representatives in
Coungress asgembled.” We can truly exclaim,
“The world moves.”
